1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Canton- 
ments Electoral (Amendment) Rules, 1971.

341 of the Constitution to be Scheduled Castes;”; 
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(1) “Scheduled Tribes” means such tribes or tribal communities or tarts of 
or groups within such tribes or tribal communities as are deemed 
under article 342 of the Constitution to be Scheduled Tribes.".
